Prisoner states that HATRQSSGF offered to return to RUSSIA 
in order to obtain intelligence information or take part in 
terrorist activities.

Prisoner 
states that KUIDAHPELD3 was in oon toot with a Russian , 
Staff Officer of Latvian origin, who provided him with 
information (tactical and technical) on actions on the AMUR 
between Russians and Jsponeso and an the political instruct- 
ion of Russian Staff Officers. rRSmsH FiSU S also had contacts 
with t>o navigation officers of other ships and ho was about 
to arrange contact with a W operator working for the port 
authorities in RIGA. Prisoner's dealings, however, with 
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Xi_in A'P-jLDS CT_*i to -vii end -mil KLJDLrXQtlKi was takwn 
over by VI C in Pob 41 .

Prisoner does not rcjetabor; aho was the ;jlatreaa of on 
liioi^ront frda niG,. name d ..uv^tJS, who owned the "Unscottu* 
nightclub at SHKU. Aa ancn-Goruon aho had boon allowed 
hjr the IZCJD to <=d3Mto frou RIGA, to GOXNIA on ootviition 
that she would work for thoo as an agent. Shu worked and 
livod (with her mother) dt the "ilaacotto" , and hod orders 
to uatabliah aa inany oontaota as possible aaongst Naval 
officer* frcquurtinj tho nightclub., She was, at .first, 
to refrain froa engaging in Atwehr activities; lator aho 
was to moot a spokesman of the HT./D froa wheu aha was to 
rtooive further instructions. According to Prisoner, the 
woman was quite prepared to play a douhlo game and also 
work for tho Gomans. «hcn Priaonor loft she hod 

not boon contented by tho KEiD. Shu was Inter dealt with 
diruotly by Aat VI, and. Prisoner assinea, by Ant, IV, in 
view oonneotion with tho KKhD.

Referent in ICRjltOw, in 
Birujr 1940. Prisoner heard that HRLSZtHJ-rYCZ proved to 
be- a useful agent.

„ Phlu f Itu VHAiA who was, until Sep 39, a 
member of thu uxtroue nationalist polish group "P^LAliGi", 
which had its headquarters in AARSA'l and whoso members were 
mostly students. Prisoner states that CZnJKOwSAI, who was 
a radio technician anil jT operator, worked against RUSSIA 
for idealistic motives. .* He was infiltrated into RUSSIA in- ■ 
Suner 1940 and until Pob 41 sent various iT messages from 
VTU'A to the German WT station in 'ifAItSa';. After Pob 41 
the Licssagus ceased, for reasons NOT known to Prisoner.
